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physiology. The discussion of nervous strain and fatigue in general is admirable, 
based as it is on the results of observations made to determine the amount of 
time during which children of different ages can fix the attention. Simple and 
practical suggestions are made for the detection and, so far as it is in the 
teacher's power, the prevention of fatigue phenomena. 

Fart II deals with the school building and its surroundings, and is in the main 
a discussion of the regulations of the Board of Education, governing the con- 
struction, furnishing, lighting, ventilating, and heating of school buildings. It is 
interesting to note that the English regulations make provision for a playground 
space of not less than thirty square feet per pupil, and that this is to be pro- 
vided with roofed-over places, preferably against the north and east boundaries, 
for use in stormy weather. 

The book is well adapted for use in normal courses for training teachers. 

Hygiene. By Notter and Firth. New York: Longmans, Green & Co. Pp. 

491. 

This work is in its sixth edition. It covers the entire field of hygiene, 
sanitation, and parasitic diseases. It contains a large amount of valuable infor- 
mation in condensed form, but it is manifestly impossible, in so small a book, to 
discuss the subjects attempted, adequately. The type is small and the pages 
crowded, and the whole book suffers from the attempt to crowd much material 
in a small compass. Its particular value would be as a handy book of reference.
